2. Claims 4-5, 7-8, 10-11, 13-14, 16-17, 19-20 and 22-29 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the 
primary reasons for allowance is the adhesive combination of a fluorinated 
polymer having the structural units defined by the instant claims and an 
ultraviolet curable monomer selected from compounds having the formulas as 
instantly claimed for bonding/adhering a pellicle film made of a fluorinated 
polymer to a pellicle frame, while it is known in the art to use fluorinated 
adhesive in bonding pellicle films to pellicle frames the prior art is not 
specific to the types of polymers and monomer compositions as defined in the 
instant claims-see PTO-892. Therefore it is deemed that the prior art, taken 
alone or in combination, fails to teach the instantly claimed pellicle and 
methods of producing said pellicle as instantly claimed.
